SUMMARY

This amendment changes the membership of the task force to develop a plan for the Maine State
Cultural Building in Augusta by adding a representative of the Department of Defense, Veterans and
Emergency Management, office of the Adjutant General and from the Friends of the Blaine House.
It changes the report date to the joint standing committee of the Legislature having jurisdiction over
state and local government matters to January 15, 2009. The joint standing committee is authorized to
submit legislation to the First Regular Session of the 124th Legislature. It requires the task force to
raise the $100,000 necessary for architectural consultant services from private funds and requires the
Department of Administrative and Financial Services, Bureau of General Servicesto administer thefunds.
If sufficient money is not raised privately by January 15, 2008, the Legidlature is authorized to make up
the difference. The consultant services must be contracted according to purchasing standards established
for the Department of Administrative and Financial Services, Bureau of General Services.
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
